The commander insists that the great 
mistake of the RuSsians was in marshall- 
ing their vessels in double column line 
eahead. From the moment of going into 
action in this formation the Japanese re- 
garded victory as assured. 

Apart from the impossibility of maltn- 
taining an orderly formation when pur- 
suing such tactics for defensive purposes, 
there was the fact that only a few of 
the ships could bring their guns into ef- 
fective action against the Japanese fleet 
attacking end on. The latter ships were 
able to concentrate their whole fire 
upon the leading Russian ships, and in 
return received only a limited fire. 

Had the Russians adopted the strat- 
exy of imposing the brunt of the action 
upon their battie ships while the Test 
of the fieet broke through and steered 
direct for Viadivostok, the commander 
believes they would have achieved a 
partial success. Instead of doing that, 
they followed the plan of mutually aid- 
ing one another, and thus when the 
head of the battle ship column got into 
trouble the others steamed up and thrust 
their heads into the Jion’s mouth without 
being able to accomplish anything com- 
pensatory. 

Russians Heavily Loaded. 

Discussing the question of sinking bat- 
tle ships and armored cruisers by gun 
fire, the commander expresses the opin- 
ion that the fact that the Russian ships 
were exceptionally low in the water con- 
tributed materially to the result. 
Russians carried large quantities of soe, 
gtores and ammunition, and thus wefght- 
ed down and in a rough sea, suffered 
badly: from hits near the water line that 
ordinarily would not have been fatal. 

The commander says that the battle 
did not, as some claim, prove the su- 
periority of arms to armor. He points 
out that the newest armor on the Rus- 
sian ships, and notably in the case of 
the Orel, was not pierced. 

The proper distribution of armor is an- 
ather question, and he says the Russian 
builders do not appear to have adopted 
the latest knowledge and principles on 
the subject.

All Ready for Envoys. 

Portsmouth, N. H., August 6.—After a 
day of activity in the navy yard the 
finishing touches in preparation of the 
peace conference were made late this 
afternoon and everything is now in readi-

Beyond tis 
is a suite of three rooms for tRe use of 
the Russian mission. On either side of 
a corridor which divides the building are 
large dining rooms, where midday lunch- 
eons will be served sepfirately from the 
respective missions and in the eastern 
dining room Admiral Head, commandant 
of the navy yard, will tomorrow serve 
a breakfast to the envoys, their suites 
and about sixty invited guests. Two fire- 
proof rooms have been fitted up for the 
storage of documents. 

The conference room is imposingly furn- 
ished. A mammoth table in the center 
fs surrounded by huge chairs beautifully 
upholstered in black leather, On the floor 
is a costly Persian rug. At either end 
of the room are mahogany tables adapt- 
ed for clerical work. 

Draped with Flags. 

The walls of the room are draped vfith- 
flags used by the navy in making the 
international code signals. These flags 
relieve the bare walls in all of the rooms 
and are the only decorations. Handsome 
desks, chairs and tables make all of the 
rooms appear in elegant dignity. Per- 
sian rugs are itaid upon all the fioors. 
It has cost the United States government 
$15,000 to equip the quarters for the 
conference. Without the building all ap- 
pearance of newness has been removed. 
The borders of the newly laid cement 
walks ‘have. been sodded and the gravel 
walk leading’‘to the landing 1,000 1eet 


Everything 
at the landing stage has been made ship- 


shape. 

Every available room in the hotel 
where the missions are to be quartered 
are filled.

CHILD MEETS 


DEATH N-FRE 


She Was a Mute and Could 
Not Call for Help 


Tragic Death of Little Daughter of 
l[saac Silverman—She Was Dis- 
covered Wrapped in Flames 
om Front Porch—Uncle 
Badly Burned. 


With her clothing ou fire and the 
flames leaping about her body and into 
her face, Millie Silverman, the 9-:ear- 
Old daughter of Isaac Silverman, of 147 
Piedmont avenue, stood on her /ront 
porch yesterday evening at twilight :n- 
able to cry out for heip because she was 
a mute. 

Directly across the street, at the home 
of E. M. Silverman, uncle of the chili, 
Isaac Silverman and other members of 
the family were sitting on the front 
perch. They saw the flash of fire and 
beheld the little girl wiapped in ffamses. 
The uncle reached ner side first and 
catching her up in his arms beat the 
fire with his bare hands until it was 
extinguished. He was painfully burned 
about his hands and face, but suffering 
as he was, he did not cease his effor’s to 
save the child util he believed her out 
of danger. His efforts, however were 
too late, for the lit‘la girl was fatally 
burned. 

Mrs. Silverman was upstairs at the 
time and did not know of the accident 
until some one went and told her. She 
thought Millie was wth her and did 
not know she was alone on the front 
porch. Why the child had the candle no 
One seemed to know. 

Her Injuries Were Fatal. 

In a dying condition the child was tsk- 
en to the Grady hospital where she died 
at 10:30 o'clock last night. 

A member of the tamily who witnessed 
the accident, and who was at the home 
of E. M. Silverman, i48 Piedmont ave- 
nue, said that no one saw Millie with 
the lighted candle. «ahey did not notice 
her until the blazing ciothing attra-:ied 
their attention. ) 

“TI never wish to witness such anoter 
scene as long as I live,’ said he. ‘Mil- 
lie is a mute and was the idol of her 
parents, her mother always keeping <2 
watchful care over he:. The child in 
some way got hold of a lighted caale 
and was probably trying to carry ti to 
the front porch when the flame touched 
her dress and ignited it. The poor ,ictie 
girl could not cry out for help. eer 
uncle took her up in his arms, and did 
not seem to care for the flames. His 
face and hands were badly burned. The 
child had inhaled the fire and her in- 
ternal injuries caused her death.’’ 

The arrangements for the funeral of 
the little girl will be made today. 


CUBAN REPUBLIC 
ON POWDER MINE 


So Declares Gomez, Liberal 
Candidate for Presidency, 


Gomez Hias Given Out Interview Full 
of Defiance of the Palma Gov- 
ernment—Gomez Announces 
That He Will Defy 
-the Courts. 


Havana. August 6.—Jose Miguel Gomez, 
governor of Santa Clara province and lib. 
eral candidate for the presidency of Cuba, 


has given out an interview full of defi- 


ance to the Palma government, With 
reference to the Vueltas case and the 
Cuban government’s assumption of the 
right to inspect municipalities without 
reference to the provincial authorities, 
Governor Gomez says: 

‘“T will not allow any one excepting the 
provincial authoritiés to inspect the mu- 
nicipalities of this province, Should a 
municipality be governed by moderates |] 
would refuse my consent to this proce- 
dure just the same and would deliver 
justice to them if permitted justice. 

“If the supreme court decides against 
the contention we are now maintaining 
we would not obey its mandate because 
of its partiality in favor of executive au. 
thority. The court would be certain to be 
against us, in order to increase its favor 
with the government.” 

Governor Gomez characterized the 
whole island as a powder mine contain- 
ing a Ughte@ fuse already half burned. 
He said of the force of 3,000 rural guards 
half were inwardly in his favor. 

Military officers absolutely deny this 
statement and say that the only compa- 
ny of rura] guards in which disaffection 
was shown was that of Santa Clara prov- 
ince, now removed to Havana, the cap- 
tain of which resigned to avoid being 
disgraced. 

The moderates profess satisfaction at 
Gomez's statements, which they term 
sensational arid reckless, and which they 
assert will certainly defeat him, as the 
Cubans will never elect a president who 
has defied the courts or sought to incul- 
cate fm the soldiers a rebellious spirit.

recovery. 
He Fell Into Sleep. 

Shortly after 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
Captain Howell fell asleep. This was be- 
lieved to be beneficial for him, and for 
several hours he remained undisturbed. 
Then his family thought it time to again 
dress his carbuncle, and efforts were 
made to arouse him. He did not respond. 

The physicians were hurriedly sum- 
moned, but by the time they reached the 
bedside of Captain Howell his tempera- 
ture had risen to 105% and his pulse 
was beating 150. He was never aroused 
from this sleep. During the early even- 
ing the physicians stated that he could 
not possibly live twenty-four hours more, 
and this announcement was made to his 
sorrowing friends in the city. 

All night long the vigil was kept at: his 
bedside, but there appeared to be little 
change in his condition. During the early 
morning hours, also, he neither 
sank nor railied. During the late 
morning, however, he began ,sink- 
ing, and his breathing became weaker 
and weaker. until it ceased altogether, 
and on earth was jeft only the body of 
the gallant confederate jeader, the prom- 
inent figure in the history of ‘Atlanta, 
the former mayortaund the kindly, char- 
itable, forgiving friend and advisor to 
thousands. 

Sketch of His Life. 

In his Memoirs of Georgia, the late 
Wallace Putnam Reed, long an edi- 
torial writer on The Constitution, gives 
the following byef statement of the facts 
of Captain Howell’s careér: 
the facts of Captain Howell's career: 

“Captain Evan P. Howell’ was a ni- 
tive of that portion of Forsyth county 
which is now Milton. He was born on 
December 10, 1839, his father being, Hon. 
Clark Howell. At the age of I2 he 
moved with his father’s family to At- 
lanta and learned telegraphy under the 
direction of D, U. Sloan, being the firsc 
student of this science in Atlanta. He 
entered and passed with distinction 
through the sommion schools of Atlanta, 
entering the Georgia Military institute 
at Marietta m 1855. After .completing 
a two years’ course he went to Sanders- 
ville, where he read law until the end 
of 1858, and was then enrolled among 
the Lumpkin Law schoo] matriculates at 
Athens. A year later his active pra-- 
tice was commenced, but continued only 
a few weeks before the bomb of dis- 
union was exploded. 

“He enlisted in the First Georgia ree‘*- 
ment as orderly sergeant, and was ap- 
pointed a lieutenant before the éxpira- 
tion of a month. Before a second yéar 
he had organized Howell's Battery of 
Artillery, of whieh he was captain, and 
which he commanded until the end of 
the war. From service under Jackson in 
Virginia, he was transferred to the 
western army in time to engage in the 
struggle at Chickamauga. He served 
with great gallantry. In the retreat 
from Laurel Hil!, the sufferings and anx- 
leties of his men were intense; huager 
and thirst and privations of every kind 
menaced them. It was only the veice 
and courage.and energy of their com- 
mander tha: led them at last back to 
civilization and home. Captain Howell's 
battery served mainly in Cleburnne’s di- 
vision of the western army until the war 
closed. % 

“When the conflict firaly ceased, he 
began farming near Atlanta, and pur- 
suéd this vocation two years. In 1368 
he became city editor of The Atlanta 
Intelligencer, remained a year, and then 
resumed, with renewed ambition, the 
practice of his profession. He was se- 
lected chairman of the democratic ccm. 
mittee of Fulton county and gave his 
vigorous efforts toward the reorganiza- 
tion of the party and maintainance of 
its principles. For two years he sirp- 
ported the municipal government as 4 
member of the city council. During two 
years Captain Howell acted as solis'tor 
general of the Atlanta circuit, and with 
the aid of the eminent and noble judge, 
John L. Hopkins,. stececded.ip suppress- 
ing much of the lawlessness—murder, 
theft and every form of guilt that could 
threaten and permeate & young and 
growing city 

“Captain Howell: was elected to the 
state senate in 1873, and reelected for a 
second term. He was a delegate at jarge 
to the St. Louis; Cincinnati and ‘Chicago 
national democratie conventions, and in 
each served onthe committees on .plat- 
form and resolutions. ‘ 

“By Governor McDaniel, in 1888, he 
was appointed a member of the capitol 


reward |commission. to have charge of the con- 
struction of Georgia's new capitol, which 
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commission performed the unique feat of 
ccmpleting the building within the orig- 
inal: appropriation of $1,000,000, and 
turning ‘back into the state treasury a 
surplus; Captain Howell’s Mdominitable 
spirit jn demanding that the state capi- 
i tol be Iccated in Atlanta, and his tire- 
legs efforts to effect the same will nev r 
| be forgotten by the people. 

“In 1876 Captain Howell, after pur- 
|chasing a controlling. interest, Became 
| editor-in-chief of. The Atlanta Constitu- 
| tien, being associated with Henry W. 
Grady and William A: Hemphill. 

“He was elected to the legislature ‘n 
1894, waile absent from home and not a 
candidate for office. He was always a 
most potent factor in the rebuilding of 
the city and the state after the devasta- 
tion incident to the war, and was one of 
the leaders in bringing about the famous 
Cotton exposition in 1881, when the world 
was first put on notice of the great in- 
Gustrial development of this section, then 
just beginning. He was closely identified, 
also, with the subsequent expositions, as 
he was with all other enterprises of a 
pudlic nature designed for the upbuild- 
ing of Altanta, of Georgia and of the 
south. Captain Howe]l was always ac- 
tive in promoting railroad development 
in Georgia, being at different times a di- 
rector in every railroad built into At- 
lanta since the war.” 

At the time of his death he was serving 
as a director of the Central of Georgia. 

Captain Howell parted with his inter- 
est in The Constitution in 1897, since 
which time he has not been engaged 
actively in business. In 1903 and 1904 
he served as mayor of Atlanta. By ap- 
pointment of President McKinley he 
served as a member of the commission 
‘charged with investigating the conduct 
of the war with Spain. 

He married, in !86!, Miss Julia A. Er- 
win. She had seven children—Messrs. 
Clark Howell, Albert Howell, Jr., and 
Evan Howell, Jr., Mrs. R. L. Foreman. 
Mrs. Ida Howell Cramer, Mrs. Byron B. 
Bower and Miss Rosalie Howell, who 
survive him.

And every 
successful enterprise in Atlanta is a monu- 
ment to his genius and _ enterprising 
spirit. To the building of these he gave 
his indomitable will, his sagacity, his 
brains, his hands and his s&bstance, As 
editor and jbarge owner of a great and 
influential newspaper no public move- 
ment ever appealed to him in vain. His 
individual acts of kindness are past nuin- 
bering. I would speak’ now only of that 
large public spirit that so nobly and mag- 
nificently cooperated with others—of his 
kind in building here a city, the greatest 
in the southern land. No one who loves 
Atlanta can think of him except in loving 
gratitude. He came many years ago 4 
mere lad, saw allpf the city’s growth and 
watching it and working for it, he came 
to love it as a work of his own hands. 

And in a larger sense he aided in the 
development of all that is good in the 
state and in the south. All of his power 
and influence and efilergy and brains were 
devoted to the recovering of the section 
from the desolation of war. And he lived 
to see the south prosperous, to watch it 
regain a proud plece in the march of 
progress, keeping-pace with the more fa- 
vored portions of the lAnd that knew 
not the blight of war.. 

Many were his noble trans, to 
his friends, a bright and cheerful dis- 
position that knew spot despair or dis- 
couragement. All over tne land his 
friends will mourn his loss and in many 
a heart will abide a grief that will con- 
tinue when nature has healed the scar 
made to receive his body. 

A true friend, a brave and generous 
comrade has gone; the ranks will close 
and the march will go onward, but his 
good deeds will be inscribed upon time’s 
unfading table and another name is 
added to the world’s honored dead.

States, Claiming That BRus- 
sia Should Learn Lesson 
from Republic. 


St Petersburg, August 6.—The repub 
lication here today by The Novoe 
Vreyma of an article written in 1859 
by Alexander Hertzen, the Russian au- 
thor and political agitator, in which a 
strong plea is made for a Russo-Amer- 
ican alliance, and in which the American 


and European systems of government 


are compared most favorably to that of | 


America, is not without interest, and is 
of considerable significance, particularly 
in view of the general political situation 
and the fact that Russia is to day upon 
the point of establishing a general as- 
sembly and granting the country some 
sort. of a constitution. : 

The presence of the Russian peace plen- 
ipotentiaries in the United States also 
adds significance to the republication of 
the article, as likewise does The Novoe 
Vremya’'s relations with the government. 
The Novoe Vremya is ¢ully aware that 
the relaunching today of Hertzen’s ideas 
is acceptable to the government, and, 
in fact. the printing of it may be called 
seml-official. 

Hertzen Died in Exile. 

Hertzen died in Paris, January 2l, 
1870, after many years of exile, because 
of his advanced ideas which were not 
acceptable to the Russian government. 
During his exile he published in London 
a newspaper of liberal tendencies, called 


ried on a relentless propaganda for the 
constitutionaHsm of Russia. The circula- 
tion of Hertzen’s works In Russia was 
prohibited until within the past few 
months, when the ban wag removed. 

The opening paragraph of the article 
piblished by The Novoe Vremya today 
is a strong and logical plea for alliance 
between Russia and America quoted by 
Hertzen from a Philadelphia newspaper, 
printed in 1858, and citing physical and 
political reasons therefor. The idea of 
a possible alliance is one o¢ the princi- 
pal themeg of the article. which, con- 
tinuing, says that~ Russia should free 
herself from ojd world prejudices and 
fallacies and turn to her great neighbor 
across the Pacific and learn a geod les- 
son from her political and commercia! 
successes. 


Most Natural Ally. 

“Russia having reached the Pacific,” 
Says the article, “there stands between 
the two nations only the broad ocean, 
but naugt of antiquated prejudices or 
envy. If Russia can free herself from 
the St. Petersburg traditions here best 
and most natural ally is’ the United 
States of America.’’ 

Hertzen notes a lack of sympathy on 
the part of other European nations for 
Russia and refers to America’s kindness 
to that country. Both countries overflow 
with strength, energy and the spirit of 
organization,” continues the article; 
“both are ithout pasts and both began 
their national lives by breaking with 
traditions.”’ 

Hertzen commends America’s handling 
of questeons of state, declaring that 
American institutions fulfil all the de- 
mands of the democratic republic. He 


eulogizes the American constitution and | 


the electoral system, saying that Rus- 
sia should study these carefully and 
follow many of fthe features thereof. 
He says that the European system of 


government means war, misery and pov- |

M. M. WELCH WAS MEMBER 
OF TAR HEEL KU KLUX KLAN 


N interesting article containing re- 
A collections of Hign Point, N. C., for- 

ty years ago, has been furnished by 
M. M: Welch, of Atlanta, to The Weekiy 
Ldeger, of that place, anu it appeared in 
a recent issue. 

The portion of Mr, Welch's article that 
is of general interest and particualriy 
in Atlanta, where he 1s among the prom- 
inent citizens, relates te his experiences; 
as a member of the Ku Klux Klan, “cf| 
which organization,’ ne writes, “i had 
the honor of being a member.’ 

The portion of the centribution of Mr. 
Welch which deals wita the Ku Klux2rs | 
is as follows: 

“High Point was a rallying place fir! 
Confederate soldiers during the early 
part of the war. Later it was a p'‘ace| 
of refuge for many families from V'r- | 


ginia and tie eastern part of North} 
Carolina. During the latter part of 


the | 
war the church buildings and a ntmber 
of storehouses were ured for hospitals 
to which were brought sick and wouni- 
ed soldiers. I well remember the fidelit’ 
with which the women and children of 
the town ministered to the wants of the 
soldiers daily; furnishing regularly from 
theis scant supply of provisions the best 
that could be prepared. During the iast 
few months of the war the town was or- 
cupied by both armies, alternately. 

“I remember Very well the morning 
that Stoneman’s men came into to-wn. 
They were the first ‘Yankees’ we had 
seen. They came from the direction of 
Salem. There were no Confederate s9l- 
diers there at that time. They burned 
a number of storehouses, quantities of 
cotton and a great many car loads of 
shoes, clothing, blankets, etc. 

“High Point, in common with otner 
sections, experienced dark days during 
the reconstruction perioa. I forbear to 
speak much of those times. There are 
some few living now in High Point who 
participated in the events which made 
the disgraceful history of that period. | 
hope they are ashamed of the part they 
took in connection with the Union lea.srue 
and Red String organizations during Lhe 
latter sixties. Well, I forgive them. 

_“T recall an incident that occurred one 
dark night: Eph Brown, Sam Weldon, 
Cum Welch and I, the innocent(?) quar- 
tette, were walking through the woods 
near the log schoolhouse back of whore 
Thomas Sechrest then lived. We were 
hailed by a sentinel; men, black and 
white, swarmed out of the school house 
like bees; hot words passed and pis‘o) 


shots were enchanged, but no dead or 
wounded were reported We held “vr 
position till the excitement subsided. Ire 
voices of some were recognized by us, 
especially one who, i understtand, !s 
how a successful business man. [I re- 
joice in the success that has come to 
him, and hope that the wisdom tnat 
sometimes comes with mature years, has 
developed in him the characteristics of 
an exemplary citizen. He to whom I 
refer wii] remember the incident ~when 
he reads this paragriph, but will prob- 
ably remain silent about it. 

“The crowd in the school house was a 
gathering of the Red String (republican) 
secret political organization. I was nro- 
tifled in a veryysolmen manner a “ay 
or two later that I iad been guilty cf 
conspiracy. I was told that is was a! 
very serious offense, and that unless IT! 
Was very discreet in the future I wou)! | 
suffer dire consequences. 

“The conditions whica rendered neces- ' 
Sary some form of organic protection is | 
now a matter of histery. That protec- 
tion was found in the organiaztion of 
the Ku Klux Klan, of which organiza- 
— I had the honor of being a oce-| 
er. 

“The Ku Klux organization was not 
without abuses in some sections, bit my 
mature and deliberate judgment, after 
all these years, is that the organization, 
as it existed in Guilford and adjacent 
counties, had to its credit the averting 
of burglaries, assassins, arson and name- 
less crimes which would have resulted 
in riots and untold bicodshed. 

“It has always been a cause of grati!- 
fication to me to remember that no seri- ‘ 
cus punishments were ever inflictel v-s 
the Ku Klux at High Point. There was! 
a raid made on the town one night by 
about fifty who came. on horseback. | 
None of the local members were in it, 
although they knew of it. It had a very 
wholesome effect on certain elem-nts 
The negroes were greatly frightened; 
they declared that some of the Ku Klux 
were 20 feet high. Some of them ‘1°- 
serted that the horses came into their 
homes and laia down on their beds, ete. 

“Limitation of reflection to a perio. of 
not exceeding thirty or forty years ago 
ladens memory with personal friends and 
personal kindnesses received, as well as 
worthy public spirited citizens of those 
and gabsequent years. Not to mention 
at least some of these is to do violerce 
to. my own feelings and to the best tra 
ditions of High Point. But I find I kave 
written enough for one newspaper arti- 
cle. So, in the hope of another oppor- 
tunity, I will ask to be excused for tne 
present.”’

Officers Catch Biggest Blind 
Tiger on Rec- 
ord. | 


The police last night unearthed what 
they believe to be the biggest blind tiger 
ever discovered in Atlanta, and the man 
whom they say was running the place 
where liquor was illegally kept for sale 
Was an ex-policeman. 

For several weeks the police had been 
keeping a watchout, they say, for a 
place in the first ward where whisky 
was sold on Sundays. It was reported 
that every Sabbath a number of men 
were seen on the ragged edge of a jag, 
and it was very evident that they had 
secured the liquor on Sunday; but where 
the blind tiger was located the officers 
could not ascertain. 

Yesterday Detective Tom Lanford was 
detailed to work on the case, and told 
to catch the first-ward blind tiger, if 
possible. Last night he, with Officers 
Rowan, Rakestraw and McGill, secured 
what was believed to be good evidence 
to prove that J. 8S. Galamore, an ex- 
policeman, was running the blind tiger at 
his residence, 138 West Fair street. They 
met Galamore on the street and placed 
him under arrest. Subsequently they 
searched Galamore’s house and found a 
barrel, nearly filled with corn whisky, 
and about fifty or sixty flasks full of the 
same kind of liquor, al] tightly corked 
and ready for ‘‘use.”’ 

His Bond Was Ingreased. 

Upon ascertaining that Galamore had 
so much whisky on hand, the officers 
decided to fncrease his bond, he having 
given a $100 bond with I, C. Clarke, a 
liquor dealer, as security. Galamore was 
rearrested and sent back to police bar- 
racks, where he made a new bond for 
$500 with the same security. 

There have been a number of blind 
tigers caught in Atlanta in the past, but 
never before had a suspected pgace been 
found where the amount of whisky had 
a sort of wholesale aspect. 

Galamore stated that he had the whisay 
for his own use, and he denied having 
ever sold any of it. 

**That is the very best of corn whisky.” 
he said, “and 1 had it at home for my 
own use. Why did 1 have so many flasks 
filled? Oh, I have my way of doing 
things, and you have yours. Everybody 
hasn't the same way of doing things, you 
see. | am a plumber, and work for the 
Mell Plumbing company, and I do not 
have .to maké money dishonestly. I have 
never made money that way in my life. 
if I have been bad, then I will try to 
be good in the future. I do not wish to 
do anything to violate any law, either 
state or city. I am Hke any other man 
trying to make an honest living for my- 
self and family.” 

Galamore will be tried in the recorder’s 
court this afternoon. The barrel and 
flasks of corn whisky were seized by the 
officers and taken to the police barracks 
as ‘“‘evidence.”’

‘ing the man, not one Of his articles 
could be mistaken for that of any 
other man, for, during his editorship, 
not a writer on the paper could com- 
pare with him for cogency, clearness 
and brevity. And here comes anew 
the old paradox; men who are sup- 
posed to be literary pick up an idea 
and run it through crooked lanes of 
diction, where each word is supposed 
to be most precious; other men, who 
would scorn to be considered literary, 
take an idea and drive it home to 
the mind without any effort, and, lo! 
the critics say they have style. 
Moreover, an editor doesn’t make 
the success of a newspaper. There- 
fore, Captain Howell was something 
more than an editor. He mastered 
all the details of the business as a 
business, and’ made no fuss about it; 
and he had a way of convincing the 
heads of departments that he knew. 
The way was such that every man on 
the paper thought he was a magician, 
and then, without any display, they 
joved him for hig own sake, having 
no thought of his knowledge, but 


For more than a quarter of a cen- 


|tury, the writer and the friend he| 
| mourns were at one in the enterprise, 
‘tnat had attracted the attention af 
each; 


at one in most of our friend- 
Ships and associations; at one in our 
conceptions of the obligations due the 
public by a great newspaper; at one 
in our interpretation of the scope and 
meaning of the poltical principles we 
held in common; at one in our be- 
liefs and desires with respect to pub- 


The Constitution; and during all that 
time there was not so much as the 
shadow of a shade of difference be- 
tween us in regard to anything what- 
ever, no matter how trivial. Such 
harmony is as rare as it is memora- 
ble. 

In some more progressive era of 
the times to come, a.man’s life will 
be measured, not by the length of 
years, but by his usefulness as a cit- 
izen, and as a member of the com- 
munity. It will be said of‘him that 
he is a hundred benefactions old, that 
he has made a half century of sac- 
rifices for the benefit of the people 
at large, that his acts of neighborli- 
ness are a thousand and more, that 
he has been constant to a multitude 
of friendships, and that when unself- 
ishness has been made somewhat 
ashamed by brazen and greedy com- 
mercialism, he continued to multiply 
its evidencés in many ways and 
shapes. Measured by such standards 
as these, Captain Howell was a very 
old man long ago. 

When, after intrepid service in a 
war that left him poor indeed in the 
matter of this world’s goods, he turn- 
ed his attention to the pursuits of 
peace, he faced all hardships as in- 
trepidly as he faced death on fifty 
battlefields. He was far from ambi- 
tious politically, but he entered poli- 
tics when he saw an opportunity to 
do the public a good. turn. He be- 
lieved in the common people, and 
always tried to serve their interests, 
and when he retired from the state 
senate, it was for the purpose of se- 
curing control af The Constitution, 
where he saw an opportunity to ben- 
efit the public at large. Thus it befel 
that The Constitution urged the con- 
vention of 1877, and insisted, in the 
face of tremendous pressure, on the 
article and sections that made our 
present railroad law possible. He 
led the fight for the creation of a 
railroad commission, still in the face 
of monstrous opposition, and was in- 
strumental in securing its organiza- 
tion under the chairmanship of Major 
Campbell Wallace, who was likewise 
the unselfish advocate of the people’s 
mterests. 

Beyond all question, the greatest 
and most unselfish service that Cap- 
lain Howell rendered to the peuple 
was during this formative period, 
when the body politic was adjusting 
the yoke of a new organic law to its 
neck. He-made The Constitution the 
mouthpiece of the common people and 
he had a voice for or against every 
public measure that was passed or 
proposed. He made the ‘newspaper 
very successful, for when he gained 
control, it was a sorry affair, even 
as newspapers went in that day. In- 
deed, it should be said that his suc. 
cess was little short of marvelous, 
for he was not a professional jour- 
nalist, nor a trained writer in the 
technical sense—though he had 
snatched a stray loaf or two from 
fortune’s basket as a reporter for the 
cld Intelligencer. Many doubting 
ones endeavored to explain his suc- 
cess by the fact that he had sur- 
rounded himself by writers who were 
supposed to be capable: but a writer 
need not be an editor, and it is telling 
no secret to say that the best of 
writers would doubtless make the 
weakest of editors. 9 

Captain Howell was in the best 
sense of the word an editor, an adi- 
tor who could write very pungently 
when the occasion arose. There was 
a tang and a pith to his ediorial arti- 
cles fiat would have made the for- 
tune of a less scrupulous man. Hae 
never believed in style, and yet he 
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had it in a marked degree. Style be- 
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‘the fact that 


every thought of his generous way of 
estimating everything, the failures, as 
well as the little successes that are 
the delight of the newspaper man. 

There is hardly any doubt that 
Captain Howell was the best known, 
as well as one of the most popular, 
men in the state. He was typically 
Georgian all the way through. He 
never avoided companionship, but he 
could exist very well without it; he 
was sufficient to himself, or to as 
large a crowd as could gather around 
him.

Gatun is about nine 
miles further down the river, or near- 
er the Atlantic end of the canal; and 
if the dam is built at that point, the 
expense Of the construction of nine 
miles of crooked canal (according to 
the other plans) would be saved and 
replaced by the open navigation of a 
broad, deep lake. 

In his contention in favor of this 
plan Major Gillette presents an array 
of engineering facfs and of details 
particularly “interesting to engineers. 
These have, however, little interest 
to others save those who are willing 
to go deeply into the study of the 
different problems which the great 
canal project presents. The conclu- 
sions of Major Gillette are, however, 
highly interesting and should have 
decided weight when the time comes 
fos definite decision as to the par- 
ticular project to be put through. 

Major Gillette holds that prompt- 
ness of completion should be the con- 
trolling consideration, for the great 
object to be attained is the construc- 
tion in the lowest possible time of 
some canal capable of handling the

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Gillette and the Canal. 

Whether congress is to meet in ex- 
tra session in November, as is the 
present talk in administration circles, 
or not until the day fixed for the 
regular session, some three weeks 
later, there can be no doubt that one 
of the principal matterg to be con- 
Sidered will be Panama canal] legis- 
lation. 

It will be recalled that congress at 
its last session failed to enact any 
positive legislation bearing upon the 
canal. This failure was due in some 
degree to: divergence of views with 
regard to just what legislation was 
necessary, but in perhaps’ greater 
degree to the general belief that at 
that stage of the proceedings there 
was no Call for immediate legislation. 
Under what is known as the Spooner 
act the president wag given full pow- 
er to go ahead with the work; and 
while it was contended that legisla- 
tion relative to the government of the 
canal zone was needed, whatever 
problem that may have presented 
seems to have been pretty well 
solved—for the present, at least. 

The original act provided a suffi- 
cient appropriation to carry through 
the work in accordance with the esti- 
mate of the old canal commission for 
a ninety-foot summit level canal. 
Since the American engineers have 
been in charge on the isthmus, and 
especially since a number of con- 
gressmen visited the scene, there has 


been a strong effort to work up pub-| 
lic sentiment in favor of a return to 
the first French idea, a tide water or| 
In the light of ex-! 


sea level canal. 
pressions of senators and representa- 
tives who have acquired some knowl- 
edge of conditions on the isthmus 
because of having visited there, it is 
@ pretty safe assumption that if con- 
gress were to be called upon at the 
present time to determine definitely 
a plan, the sea level project would 
be adopted. This, tod, in the face of) 
a sea level project 
would necessarily involve a great 
deal of delay and a far greater out- 
lay of money than the hinety-foot 
summit level project. 

To the average layman a canal 
should be a great ditch not blocked 
by dams and locks. To the trained 
engineer, however, a dam-and-dock ; 
project contains no bogy, but on the! 
contrary may, because of other con-| 
siderations, be preferable to the sea. 
level canal. 

Major Cassius E. Gillette, who 
holds high rank among the engineers | 
of the army and has ‘had the advan- 
tage of first-hand knowledge of con- 
ditions on the isthmus, has contrib- 
uted a very valuable paper to Engin- 
eering News, in which he presents 
some sérious objections to the sea 
level plan. He lays down the propo- 
sition that: “In general, that plan 
for any engineering work is best 
which accomplishes the desired ob- 


commerce of the present and of the 
immediate future with certainty, safe- 
ty and reasonable promptness; and 
that the best canal to dig on this 
basis is that which can be most eas- 
ily transformed and enlarged to sult 
future conditions. 

These results, he contends, can be 
secured by the construction of 
canal at a summit level of 100 feet 
—can be secured just as well at that 
height as through any other of the 
summit level projects, and, necessa- 
rily, at great saving of time and 
money. Such a cana]. would be more 
than ample for the accommodation 
Of traffic at the present and certain- 
iy for several decades to come. Then 
if it ig desired that the United States 
spend several hundred millions more 
dollars in order to eventually secure 
a sea level canal—which, by the way, 
for all practical purposes would not 
be superior to a properly constructed 
summit level canal—the work toward 
this end can be carried on without 
hindering the operations of the sum- 
mit level canal already constructed. 

What will be the final decision in 
the matter we, of course, have no 
means of knowing; hut Major Gillette 
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American people when he advocates 
a plan calculated to bring the desired 
results with a minimum of expense 
and, what is more important, with a 
minimum expenditure of time. 

The people who are to pay for this 
Fanama canal hope to see it com- 
pleted some time within the next 
decade. 


SAN JUAN HILL 7 YEARS LATER 


Today a Sunny, Smiling Farm Land, 
the Trenches Filled With Vegetables. 


(Richard Harding Davis in Scribner's.) 

On July |, seven years ago, when tne 
American army came upon it out of the 
jungle, the place wore a partial disguise. 
It stilij was an irregular ridge of smiling, 
sunny hills with fat, comfortable curves, 
and in some places a_ steep, straight 
front. But above the steepest, highest 
front frowned an aggressive block house, 
and on all the slopes and along the sky 
line were rows of yellow trenches, and at 
the base a crue] cats cradle of barbed 
wire. It wag like the face of a pretty 
woman behind the bars of a visor. I 
find that on the day of the fight seven 
years ago I cabled my paper that San 
Juan hill] reminded the Americans of “a 
sunny orchard in New England.”

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SIMPLE HOME REMEDIES. 


Many Women in the Country for the 
Summer Take Medicine Cases. 
(From The New York Evening Post.) 


Women who take their families into the 
country for the summer, or who ‘ive! 
for a month, usually iit cut a little m.edi- 
cing case with some simple home rem- 
edies that can be easily applied in cases 
of illness whgn physicians are out 32f 
reach of a hurry call. 

Most mothers have sume old fashioned 
remedies tney frequentiy give their chil- 
dren for elight colds or an attack of 
indigestion, and from many applications 
they know just how these medicines or 
lotions affect their little ones. 

Two necessities for sudden emergencies 
are hot water bags and a iittle al2oh2l 
lamp, @oth of which can be bought for 
$1.25 or $1.35 and can be packed easily 
in handbags. Most women agree %n 
Jamaica ginger and easense Of pepper 
mint. 

These cases are made of leather anda 
are really one piece lined with silk or 4 
light colored kid. In the center there 
is a row of loops to match the ining 
in which the bottles are packed. , 

Seven or eight one or two ounce vials 
with good stoppers of giass or cork 1re 
put into these case2a, that are ahout 
eight inches long, uad when fasted 
with a small steel clasp are about four 
inches wide. . 

One of the bottles in the case, espe>i- 
ally if the children are young, will. be 
filled with paregoric. Pepsin or s0'’a 
mint tablets are thought to be indispeis- 
able by some women. Quinine pills are 
also bottled and carried frequently, whete 
the efficacy of aromacic spirits of ammo- 
nia and lavender or viciet smelliag salts 
ére acknowledged by nearly all women. 

Some kind of cholera cure is, of c) wse, 
put in the medicine case for emerg@ncy, 
'and is probably used more frequenily 
| during the hot weather than any of the 
'other remedies. Nearly every mother 
| has one garticular kind that she i¢els, 
from years of experience,-is the test. 
Some of these made at home are founi 
to be quite ag beneficial as any prescribed 
Ly physiclans. 

Spirits of camphor and camphorated 
oil, as well as choloroform liniment for 
external application, héve their places 
in this little emergency case. Caghurtic 
pills, Epsom salts and bicarbonate > 
soda have many champions among 
women, who like to tel) of their sur- 
cess in treating their children with these 
remedies. 

Then thera is a bottle of spirits <f 
niter that some mothers believe in al- 
ways havine with thera when home 4s 
wel] as when traveling. 

Other women declare they would nev- 
er leave home wi their children with- 
cut a bottle of belladonna or nux vomica 
to give the tots, as well as to take them- 
selves when necessarv. 

Court plaster and bandages an irch 
or an inch and a half wide that might 
be needed in cases of accidents andi a 
bottle of tincture of arnica are always 
included where there are young children 
in the family, who are apt to fall and 
bruise themselves.

Some of them agreed 
with me, while others could not see it 
in that light. It looks very much to me 
as if the measure is going ta be defeated 
in the upper house.” 

The senate on the other hand has sent 
only two or three general measures to 
the house, such as the bill providing for 
revision of the school laws, codification 
of the military laws and like matters. 
These may not be reached until next ses- 
sion. The principal measures to be got- 
ten out of the way are the general ap- 
propriations and general tax Dills, and 
when this is done there is Hittle else 
accomplished at a first session outside 
of local legislation. 

If the genetfa) assembly succeetis in 
getting through a few of the new county 
bills, it will yndoubtedly accomplish con- 
siderably more than many of the old 
members expect. 


Special Orders. 

Special orders are going to be scarce 
in the house at this session. Only two 
or three have been allowed thus far, 
and there is a growing disposition among 
certain members to protest against ghem 
and to use every possible means to pre- 
vent their being set. They take this 
Stand, they state, in the interest of fair 
play, because there are many bills on the 
calendar far ahead of most of those to 
which preference is sought to be given. 

So strong has been this opposition to 
special orders that very few of them 
have ever been asked for, and as a mat- 
ter of fact there are now before the 
committee on rules only two such re- 
quests as these. One of the measures 
which it is sought to have made a special 
order is the bill by Mr. Alexander, of De- 
Kalb, proposing to extend the Western 
and Atlantic rallroad to the sea, and the 
other is a bill by Mx. Williams, of 
Laurens, which proposes to increase the 
pay of members of the general assembly 


LUTHER BURBANK MAKES 
CHILD CULTURE A STUDY 


UTHER BURBANK, the famous 
3 wizard of the plant and vegetable 
kingdom, declares that the great ob. 
ject and aim of his life is to apply to 
the training of children those scientific 
ideas which he has 80 successfully em- 


ployed in working miraculous. transfor- 


mations in plant life. 

This phase of the great naturalist’s 
character, hitherto kept secret from the 
world at jarge, was revealed in a recent 
interview with Rev. Dr. James W. Lee, 
pastor of St. Johns Southern Methodist 
church, reports The St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. Dr. Lee, who returned Satur- 
day drom an extensive tour through the 
west, made a special trip to Santa Rosa, 
Cal, for an interview with Mr. Bur 
bank, which he esteems one of the most 
interesting features of his entire trip. 

Knowing that Burbank is a very diffi- 
cult man to see, Dr. Lee, With the aid of 
a friend, made arrangements beforehand 
for a brief interview. Dr. Lee states 
that Burbank has 2,500 visitors a year, 
but that he does not seé more than one 
in fifty of them. ‘My time is worth $250 
an hour,” he said to Dr. Lee. The minis- 
ter told Mr. Burbank that he had re- 
ferred to his work in an address at Port- 
land and had expressed the wish that he 
might introduce into the method of the 
rearing of children some of the 
scientific ideas that Burbank was apply- 
ing every day to the improvement of 
plants. Dr, Lee says that Burbank’s 
eyes immediately fiashe€, and he 
plied, “That is the great object and 
aim of my life.” 

Dr. Lee was astounded at the unex- 
pected reply of Burbank, as he had pre- 
sumed that the latter was completely 
wrapped up in his studies of plants. Con- 
tinuing, however, Burbank declared that 
plants, weeds and trees are responsive to 
a few influences in their environment, 
but that children are infinitely more re- 
sponsive, and the failure to recognize 
the fact of the spiritual elements has 
been the fatal lack in dealings with them. 

Rearing of Children. 

Lee asked Burbank if he was fa- 
miliar with the works of Thomas J. 
Barnado, of London, who has educated 
some 60,000 waif children in the ninety- 
three homes which he has founded in va- 
rious parts of England, with the resuit 
that only two per cent of them have turn- 
ed out bad. Mr: Burbank replied that he 
had studied Barnardo’s methods of rear- 
ing children and that the lattér is do- 
ing in the realm of human life what Bur- 
bank is doing in the realm of plant 
life. ‘‘Barnardo,’” he continued, ‘has 
demonstrated that infinitely more can be 
done with children than I can do with 
weeds and plants. Whenever human 
beings recognize these realties in the 
realm of human life and begin to apply 
Ssclentific principles to the training of 
children, then humanity will enter upon 
& new stage of existence.”’ 

Burbank stated that in his opinion ev- 
ery person should be physically, morally 
and spiritually perfect, and could be if 
the asme attention were paid to his or 
her training that he is giving to weeds. 
He declared that just as he has wrought 
miracles with plants ty bringing then 
into contact with those elements of their 
environment to which they readily re- 
spond, just so should those who have 
the care of children seek to do for thein 
and to train them by bringing their na- 
tures into relation with all the elements 
in their environment, to which they are 
potentially responsive. 

Dr. Lee's interview with Burbank last- 
ed only 15 minutes. The Californian pre- 
senttd him with the original manuscript 
of a speecu whici he recently made at 
the commencemeht exercises of the pub- 
lic school at San Rafael, Cal. He sua’d 
that this Is the only acdress he has ever 
given for children, Dr. Lee pronounced 
it a masterful effort and prizes the docu- 
ment ag one of his most valued posses- 
sions.

May Mean Big Revenue. 

There is a new section in the general 
tax bill, this year, which, it is said, will 
probably bring the state in a revenue 
of $300,000 a year. This is a provision 
for a graduated tax of $25 to $100 on 
all corporations doing business in the 
state, the amount to vary according to 
their capital stock. Objections have 
been raised heretofore to a specific tax 
on corporations on the grounds that the 
amounts proposed to be collected were 
excessive, and that it was class legisila- 
tion in that only cértain corporations 
were specified. It is said these objec- 
tions have been removed, in a large 
measure, in the present bill, and that 
no serious objection wil be urged to it. 
In fact it comes from what may be con- 
sidered a reliable source that none of the 
corporationg affected will seek to have 
any opposition brought on their account 
to the proposed tax as it stands. It is 
evident then, that practically the whole 
of the $300,000 which, it is said, will 
come from this source, will be entirely 
new revenue to the state.

Burbank is working cut in the domain 
of the vegetable world. Dr. Lee tovuk 
a number of pictures of the premises 
and is preparing an article on what he 
saw. As an example, Dr. Lee states he 
saw a plant upon which tomatoes were 
growing at the top and irish potatses 
at the bottom. This has been accor.- 
plished by interbreedirg the wild potato 
with the tomato and regular irish pota- 
to. The superintendent pointed out a 
bed of beautiful red flowers and said: 
“That is tobacco; the natural color of 
the tobacco flower is white. Mr. Bur- 
bank has made it red.’ 

Dr. lee was taken inte another square, 
where 100 different specimens of the car- 
tus were growing. One of the cacti had 
thorns, as in a state of nature. But 
from the others the thorns had been tax- 
en out by methods of inter-breeilinz. 
Burbank’s aim is to provide a permanent 
form of the cactus to be used in the de- 
serts of Arizona and Nevada, so that 
sheep and cattle can graze where only 
barren regions now exist. Another prac- 
tical demonstration of Burbank's meth- 
ods is found jn the fact that he has 


the case of the Burbank specimen. 
Burbank is 42 years of age. He was 
born in England, but has lived in Cali- 
fornia twenty-five years. Dr. Lee pro- 
nounces him an idealist, a dreamer and 
an artist. “Burbank,” said Dr. Lee, 
“takes plants to work out his ideals, 
just as an artist uses pigment and can- 
vas. The only difference between Bur- 
bank and Robert Louis Stevenson is that 
the latter put his ideals in literary form, 
while the former expresses his in plant 
form. 

The Burbank farm at Santa Rosa con-

tains about 4 acres. He has another 
place of 15 acres at Sebastopol, 7 miles 
distant from Santa Rosa.

Memphis, Tenn., August 6.—(Special.)— 
Southern League President Kavanaugh 
spent today here en route from Birming- 
ham league meeting to his home in Little 
Rock. He was in consultation with offi- 
cials of the board of health and just be- 
fore leaving for Little Rock he an- 
nounced that he thought plans hed been 
perfected: for the coming here of any 
Southern League teams from any point 
in the circuit at present occupied by 
teams, 

The Southern chief pointed out the 
fact that the daily records of each ball 
player were prigted in every southern 
paper using the Associated Press, which 
insured a strict tab on each player’s 
whereabouts. 

The quarantine lid which will be placed 
against the world so far as Memphis is 
concerned, commencing at !2 o’clock to- 
morrow, will not effect the teams com- 
ing here, however, as local club officers 
intend to vouch for the visiting teams 
known to come from non-infected dis- 
tricts. 

President Kavanaugh expressed disap- 
pointment that Birmingham had _ voted, 
against the proposition to poo] the gross 
receipts in all cities for the remainder, 
of the season. He said that in the pres- 
ent moment of the Southern League 
every club should have shown inclination 
to stand together for each other. The 
Birmingham club alone stood out against 
the pooling of gross receipts, 

Montgomery may be ordered to Chat- 
tanooga to play, commencing one week 
from Monday.

For years 
this was thought to be impossible, but 
we know -the plant can be grown in 
gardens, because we have seen it grow- 
ing. 2. While cultivation is possevie 
it is by no means easy. Take 10 expert 
garden@s who grow vegetables success- 
fully, and we doubt If two of them can 
make even a fair success with ginseng. 
3. Even if one succeexdiod in growing yin 
seng there is now practically no market 
for the root. We have stated these facts 
with variations, and have been challenzej 
to prove thean. The challenge comes 
from those who have sceds and young 
plants for sale. In answer to this cha!- 
lenge we print the letters on page 509 
These are from dealers in ginseng. if 
there is any higher authority on the sub- 
ject, where is it to ve found?

“The roots of cultivated plants are us- 
ually larger and more uniform than those 
from the wild, and will bring from 50 
cents to $10 more per pound.’’—W. M.

“Price offered (by exporting house) was 
5 1-16 pounds cultivaied root at $3.50 
per pound ($43.03); 13-16 pound native 
root at $6 per pound ($4.87).

Are these gentleemn absolutely in er- 
ror? To settle the matter kindly give 
the facts on which you base your ‘°9n- 
clusions. 

Our authority is founc in the notes 
from dealers above referred to. Profes- 
sor Garman, of Kentucky, writes us -hat 
cultivators tell him that the price of 
cultivated root has been cut down. He 
assumes that is is ‘‘merely a scheme to 
cut prices.’ Professor Munson writes 
that he has no further information to rive 
Professor Butz writes that he has had 
testimony that the Chinese will not buy 
the cultivated root. He thinks the price 
will rise again. He would now disc ur- 
age planting at the present time, but 
thinks that those who have roots grow- 
ing should hold them for a rise. The 
statement made in these bulletins were 
correct at the time, but they did not 
take into consideratiun the fact that 
the Chinese make distinction between 
wild and cultivated plants. We under- 
stand that the Chinese and the Koreas 
are cultivating ginseng. If this is the 
case they will be likely to supply all 
that is needed. We have no desire to in- 
jure any legitimate business, but ging- 
seng culture has been ‘‘boomed’’ in s.ach 
an extravagtnt way that the cold facts 
ought to be known. The retired minis- 
ters and poor widows who invested ‘heir 
savings in seeds of ginseng, expecting a 
competence for old age, are today objects 
for pity.

A FALR BUSINESS STATEMENT.—In 
the fall of 1903 the average price ot 
wliid ginseng per pound, dried, was about 
$6.50. At the same time the cultivated 
Came tO market with glorious results, be- 
ginning at $8 and reaching the enormous 
prize of $14 per pound for some XX nice 
s00ds. ‘Lhe average price was about $5 
per pound more than the wild. This 
collection of cultivated went into the 
Sales at Hong Kong in. February, 1904, 
together with a feir average quantity of 
Wild root, results of which were very un- 
Satisfactory; although only a limited 
quantity of cultivated, yet it was enough 
at so high a price to cause somewhat of 
a reaction in the cultivated ginseng mar- 
Ket, contrary to its favor. ‘The results 
were not suificient to stop the buying of 


the season, or fall of 1904, 
soon came to the Chinese merchants in 
this country (who are almost the sole 
buyers, who export the root to their na- 
tive country,) that the medical properties 
vf the cultivated root were not up to the 
standard with the wild, and the price

The medical properties of 
the cultivated are just as good, or prac- 
tioaHy the same as wild, but the Chinese 
are the sole ‘buyers, you might say, and 
when they are set against a thing it is 
hard to teach them or persuade them to do 
otherwise. I am ‘cultivating ginseng, and 
I expect to do so in a small way only. 
I honetsly believe that the time will soon 
come when tthe cultivated root will have 
to be depended upon to supply the de- 
mand when the wild cannot be had. As 
the high price of the wild root is causing 
it to be eagerly sought after both spring 
and fall or during the whole season, when 
it can be found with top on, it is not 
allowed to seed much, and so must event.

TUMOR ON MULE’S SHOULDER. 
CC. B. P., Viva, La.—tI again come ask- 
ing. for a remedy for a mule of mine 
which has a very bad shoulder. Mule

Answer—Mix together one dram of 
biniodide of mercury and one and a half 
ounces of lard. Rub a Kittle of the 
ointment on the tumor once a week 
and continue it for several months. Use 
a Dutch collar if you are obliged to 
work the mule in harness. 


CONTUSED WOUND. 
E. D. Greenville, Ala.—I have a very 
fine colt. It has hurt its knee. It 
was running and fell down and on his 
left Knee there is a soft bump just to 
the left of the joint below.

CHICKENS. 

J. G B. E., Erwin, Ga.—Will you 
please answer through The Constitu- 
tion my question, is there any remedy 
for gapes in chickens; if so, what? 

Answer—If you are already aware of 
the fact I state foe the benefit of oth- 
ers who may not know that the gapes 
is caused by @ parasitic worm known as 
the syngamus trachealis. This is a 
small red round worm from one-fifth 
(the male) to one-half inch in length. 
These worms effect a lodgment in the 
windpipe and are there found attached 
to the mucas membrane b ytheir mouths. 
Irritation and imffammation is pro- 
duced and also obstructed breathing. 
Strong an dvigorous fowls are not much 
disturbed by the presence of the gape 
worms, but small and weak individuals 
very often succumb and die of exhans- 
tion or asphyxia. When the adult egg- 
bearing worms are coughed up by af- 
fected fowls these worms are seized and 
devoured by Other fowls. Many of the 
eggs may escape the digestive process, 
hatch into worms and these find their 
way to the windpipe. The eggs also be- 
come scattered over the groung where 
the chickens run. They may be taken 
into the digeative canals of earthworms 
and there remain for some time, and it 
hag been conclusively proven that earth-
